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Our Cover Pictures 


On the cover of the issue of The Chronicle for August 31, 1945, 
Stacy B. Lloyd Jr., Publisher, and Nancy G, Lee, Editor, there appeared 
for the first time the decdérative border by Kenneth Ball which has 
been used ever since, framing a reproduction of an equestrian work 
of art, This was a portrait by Ben Marshall, reproduced through the 
courtesy of the owner, Lieut.-Commander John M, Schiff, with an 
account of the picture and of the artist by E, J, Rousuck. 


Since that time well over 800 such reproductions have been 
illustrated on our covers. Most of them fall within the classification 
known to critics as the Fine Arts - paintings, drawings, sculpture, 
bas-reliefs and the rest. Folk art and the various crafts have also 
been included. Virtually all media have been represented - oil, 
tempera, fresco, water-color, ink, charcoal, sanguine, stone, bronze, 
clay, wood, ivory, pottery, porcelain, crystal and miscellaneous 
metals. In order to provide variety we have ventured as far afield as 
butter moulds, door knockers, and weather vanes. 


This series has covered the entire history of art, from the cave 
paintings of Altamira to the present. The first four covers featured 
paintings by Marshall, the fifth a charcoal drawing of a vixen and her 
cubs by Jean Bowman, then at the beginning of a career as an eques- 
trian portrait painter which has since become international in scope. 
Primary emphasis, of course, has been placed on the great sporting 
artists, the men who not only were fine painters, but were also fully 
versed in the intricacies of sport - Stubbs, Marshall, Ward, Ferneley, 
de Dreux, Troye, Munnings and the rest, Next in number have been 
the great artists who from time to time have included horses in their 
subject matter - the Master of the Parthenon, Verrochio, Velazquez, 
Cuyp, Delacroix, Degas and a host of others. 


Contemporary artists have been third in numbers, but not in 
importance. The Chronicle of the Horse has always felt a special 
responsibility toward this group, toward the young men and women 
struggling to master the crafts and techniques of equestrian art, to 
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establish their reputation, and to 
ascend the ladder of fame and 
fortune. To have their work re- 
produced on our covers is un- 
questionably a big help to many, 
often resulting in commissions, 
Perhaps we occasionally lean 
over backwards in this respect, 
reproducing works which may 
seem somewhat below an ac- 
ceptable standard. Nevertheless, 
if an artist is genuinely serious 
and if his or her work appears 
to show promise, we try to pre- 
sent it to our readers - far 
better to show a few bad pictures 
than to discourage even one 
potentially successful career. 
Fortunately the sources of 
supply for cover pictures appear 
to be limitless. We hope to make 
the next 800 even more enter- 
taining, instructive and helpful, 
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Letters to the editor must bear the signature and address of 
the writer. A pen name will be used, and the address omit- 
ted, if the writer requests it. Letters without a signature 
and a return address will not be published.

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An All American Race 
Raleigh Burroughs 


Observers agreed that the start of the 
1961 Washington, D. C. International was 
the best in the history of the race - only 
one horse was left at the post. Earlier, 
observers had agreed that the recalcitrant 
representative of Eire was not going tobe 
prominent in the final placings even if she 
would be able to get a few yards the best 
of it at the beginning. Sail Cheoil (pro- 
nounced Sail Cheoil) received only the 
backing of those who will bet that anything 
Irish has a fighting chance. The three- 
year-old filly closed at a few cents over 
50 to 1. Precisely speaking, she was not 
left. She took a step or two and then 
paused to meditate upon the uselessness 
of it all) When Denmark’s Wonderboy II 
lunged past, the Hon, Eamon DeValera’s 
color-bearer took a grim grip on eighth 
place and defended it stoutly for almost 
a mile. 

The International, as predicted by 
students of Thoroughbred form the world 
over, settled into a two-horse race after 
the first few furlongs. The outcome didn’t 
follow predictions to the letter. 

Kelso took the lead, but T. V. Lark 
hung with him, and there were few moments 
when a spectator could look across one 
without seeing the other. 


Strategy Revealed 

When the horses had settled into stride 
following the start, the strategy of the 
Russian team was revealed, Irtysch was 
to go out and run the legs off the front- 
runners, and Zabeg would come along to 
gather in the money. Irtysch succeeded 
only in running the legs off one Soviet 
four-year-old (himself), and showed noth- 
ing to gain Western support for the Soviet 
practice of artificial insemination, 

This was the first International in which 
the acclaimed best American horse of his 
year participated, Kelso was conceded the 
race by most past performance appraisers 
and he went off at odds of 2 to 5, 

Mr. Preston Madden and the other 29 
members of the T. V. Lark syndicate were 
among the few who remembered that their 
colt had taken the measure of Kelso inthe 
1960 Arlington Classic, and in races on 
the grass had looked about as good as any- 
thing in the land, 

Nor were Mr. Paul Parker, trainer, 
and Mr, John Longden, jockey, awed by the 
Presence in the contest of last season’s 
horse of the year and 1961's almost- 
certain repeat winner of the honor. 


The One To Fear 

Observers (the same ones who had opin- 
ions regarding Sail Cheoil) were sure that 
if any horse on the grounds was going to 
make a race out of it, T. V. Lark was the 
animal, 

The duel will be remembered on these 
shores when the name of the third to finish 
is forgotten. (That was, if memory serves 
correctly, the Venezuelan representative, 
Prenupcial.) 

Kelso’s rider, Mr. Edward Arcaro, in 
a post-race deposition, stated that he had 
thought he could run off from T, V, Lark 
when the fancy struck him, He even in- 
quired for Mr. Longden’s health during the 
course of the event, calculating that they 
soon would be far apart, 

Mr. Longden allowed he was all right 
and took over the lead. That’s about the 
story, except that Arcaro was whipping 
and driving and Longden was pushing and

driving right down to the wire. 

T. V. Lark’s margin according to the 
20-20 vision of Mr. Palmer Heagerty the 
Morning Telegraph’s chart-caller, was 
three-quarters of a length. 

What’s His Name, from Venezuela, was 
12 lengths back in third place and the 
Russian Zabeg was fourth, ten more 
lengths back and ten in front of France’s 
Misti. Wonderboy II was next in line, 
four lengths off Misti’s stern and two 
before the nose. of Sail Cheoil. Irtysch 
(the Russian “speed’’ horse) was eighth, 
seven lengths behind the filly. He might 
have been closer (say six lengths back) 
had his jockey persevered to the end, 

Prenupcial was the only contestant 
with any excuses. A stirrup strap broke,

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Aqueduct 

The 9th running of The Sport Page at 
Aqueduct on Tues., Nov. 7, drew a field of 
twelve handicap performers, 3-year-olds 
and upwards for a $20,000 added six fur- 
longs sprint. 

Brookfield Farm’s top-weighted Inten- 
tionally, carrying 129 pounds, defeated 
Mrs. C. M. Ring’s Windy Sands, in at 112 
pounds, by a head, M. Ycaza rode the odds- 
on favorite Intentionally and J. Leonard 
was the jockey on Windy Sands, which paid 
$33.80 to each lucky two dollar investor 
who picked him to place. The other two 
horses figuring in the distribution of the 
added money were Jagma Stable’s Gyro, 
third, and Mrs. Edith Price’s Yes You 
Will. The winner’s time for the 6 furlongs 
was 1,10, 

Intentionally is a 5S-year-old black 
horse, by Intent-My Recipe, by Discovery, 
bred by Brookfield Farm, E. I. Kelly sad- 
dled the winner and the net was $15,535. 
Intentionally now has three victories and 
one second out of five starts for 1961 for 
a total of $76,810. 


The Roamer 

Nine 3-year-olds made up the field in 
the 13th running of The Roamer, a $50,000 
added handicap at one and three sixteenths 
miles on Veterans Day, Sat., Nov. 11. 

It was quite a race as the distance of 
two scant noses separated the win, place 
and show horses. J. Sher’s Sherluck, W. 
Shoemaker up, ran in the wake of O. Phipps’ 
Hitting Away, from the start to the stretch, 
At this point it seemed as though Shoe- 
maker would not be able to rouse the Bel- 
mont winner, but he met the challenge and 
nosed out Hitting Away, R. Ussery up. A 
nose further back was Brookmeade 
Stable’s Bowl of Flowers. The filly put on 
a bold stretch run and her move to catch 
Sherluck spurred the Sher color-bearer to 
that extra effort that gave him the race. 
Harbor View Farm’s Garwol finished 
fourth, two and one half lengths behind 
Bowl of Flowers. Bowl of Flowers was a 
slight favorite over the eventual winner, 
who ran the 1 3/16 miles in 1.56 4/5. 

Sherluck is a dark bay colt, by Cor- 
respondent-*Samminiato, by Dante, bred 
by Mrs. M. E. Lunn, (nowMrs. C. Tippett). 
H. Young trains the colt and the score net- 
ted $36,530, which put him over the two 
hundred thousand dollar mark $235,016, 


Laurel 
The 10th running of The Washington, 
D. C, International at Laurel on Veterans 
Day, Sat., Nov. 11, had e field of eight. The 





distance was one and one half miles for a 
purse of $100,000, It was a two horse race 
and can be summed up in one sentence, 
T. V. Lark and Kelso away out front and 
the other six nowhere. 

P. W. Madden’s T. V. Lark, the second 
choice in the betting, upset the dope and 
defeated Bohemia Stable’s odds-on favorite 
Kelso by three quarters of a length. It was 
a top notch race between the two U. S. 
horses, with T. V. Lark putting on a 
stretch drive to wrest the victory from 
‘‘The Horse of the Year.” E. Sato- 
Rivera’s (Venezuela) Prenupcial finished 
third, twelve lengths behind Kelso, follow- 
ed by the Soviet Republic’s Zabeg, another 
ten lengths away. The winner ranthe 1 1/2 
miles in 2,26 1/5 to set anewcourse rec- 
ord for Laurel. 

T. V. Lark is a bay 4-year-old, by *In- 
dian Hemp-Miss Larksfly, by Heelfly, bred 
by Dr. W. D. Lucas and trained by P. K, 
Parker. He added $70,000 net to his winn- 
ings which now amount to $828,424 for his 
career. 

For those interested in the Morning 
Telegraph’s chart caller report on the 
race, it reads as follows: 

“‘T, V. Lark, under steadying restraint 
while in close attendance to the pace of 
Kelso, remained on that rival for almost 
the entire journey, responded to strong 
handling to wrest command approaching 
the furlong pole and steadily increased his 
advantage during the final stages, Kelso, 
under stout restraint while responsible for 
the pace, saved ground throughout 


ro, 
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The Chronicle of the Horse 
responded courageously to pressure and 
gave way in the late stages. Prenupcia’ 
remained within striking distance through 
the first mile was without the needed 
response but could possibly have been a bit 
closer had his rider’s feet not come outof 
the stirrup irons during the drive. Zabeg, 
in close attendance to the pace for about 
six furlongs, gave way gradually. Misti 
retired early. Wonderboy II was a factor 
briefly and weakened. Sail Cheoil broke 
slowest in the good start and was never 
a factor, Irtysch was a factor only briefly 
and flattened out.” 


Garden State Park 

Eight 2-year-olds ‘‘foaled in New 
Jersey or the progeny of mares served 
in New Jersey’’ made up the field for 
the New Jersey Breeders Stakes at Garden 
State Park on Tues., Nov. 7. The six fur- 
longs state stakes race had anadded value 
of $15,000. 

J. Kulina trained the entry of Decade, 
owned by Colonial Farm, and County 
Chairman, owned by Glenelg Farm, and 
went into the race with the odds-on choice 
in Decade, the high weight at 122 pounds, 
Decade with J. Sellers up won easily show- 
ing ten lengths of the track to stablemate 
County Chairman. D. O. Evans’ Chic’s 
Pride was the show youngster and P, Kroe- 
ger’s Visu was next. The winner ran the 
six furlongs over a good track in1.11 2/5, 

Decade is a bay colt, by Decathlon- 
Midi’s Mom, by Arabs Arrow, bred by J. 
Fieramosca. The colt picked up $10,253.75 
for showing his heels to seven New Jersey- 
breds. 


The Vineland Handicap 
Garden State Park staged its 20th run- 
ning of The Vineland Handicap for fillies 
and mares 3-year-olds and up, on Sat., 
Nov. 11, It was a mile and one eighth race 
with an added value of $50,000 which en- 
ticed eight members of the distaff side.

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Virginia Fall Race Meeting 
Chris Wood, Jr. 


The annual agenda of steeplechase and 
hunt racing came to an end on Friday, No- 
vember 10, with the 7th session of the 
Virginia Fall Race Meeting atMiddleburg, 
Va, Passing their original Saturday date to 
avoid confliction with the 10th running of 
the Washington D, C, International at the 
Laurel Race Course, the final day of sport 
was favored with pleasant autumn weather 
and some 3,500 attended, 

Operating as a team, trainer W. Bur- 
ling Cocks and jockey Joseph L, Aitcheson, 
Jr., won 3 of the 5 sanctioned races on the 
program for various owners, Although he 
captured the season’s final timber race 
with the Sugar Tree Farm's *Flying Cot- 
tage, jockey Aitcheson fell 1 short of the 
American ‘chase riders’ record, In a 
front-running triumph in the 7th edition of 
The Chronicle Cup, the popular rider from 
Laurel, Md., closed the season with 37 win- 
ners over jumps, just 1 short of the 38 
mark established by F, D. (Dooley) Adams 
in 1954, 


Daniel C, Sands Cup 

The highlight of the day was the 7th run- 
ning of the Daniel C, Sands Cup and this 
2 1/2 miles steeplechase was the setting 
for the Granview Stables’ 3rd victory over 
jumps with their imported *Kandy-Sugar. 
One of 7 to contest the $1,200 purse, 
*Kandy-Sugar was Sth in the field as Mil- 
ton Ritzenberg’s Welstead, Coventry Rock 
Stable’s *Sir Patsy andMrs, Henry Obre’s 
Basil Bee led over the initial obstacle as 
named, 

Having chalked up his 37th winner of 
the year over jumps, jockey Aitcheson was 
seeking to equal Adams’ record aboard 
Welstead, Attempting a front-running 
Strategy, Aitcheson held Welstead on top 
until the 9th brush jump in the flight of 13. 
Challenged by *Sir Patsy, under Evan 
Jackson, Welstead tired, permitting the 
Coventry Rock Stable’s ’chaser to assume 
command over the 10th, llth and 12th. 
Gradually closing on the leader, *Kandy- 
Sugar went into the 13th and final fence on 
equal terms with *Sir Patsy and landed a 
head in front. Responding to A, P, (Paddy) 
Smithwick in the stretch, *Kandy-Sugar 
drew away to win by 4 1/2lengths, Best of 
the balance, *Sir Patsy held the place 
award safe, 2 1/2 lengths to the good of 
Basil Bee, under amateur rider Michael 
Wettach, George L, Ohrstrom, Jr.'s 
*Doural, winner of the race last year, was 
4th, while the Greenwood Stable’s Blue 
Parrott and a tired Welstead completed the 
finishing field, 

Although no spills marred the running, 
Guilford Dudley, Jr.’s *Hurst Park madea 
bad landing over the 6th jump, popping Alan 
H, Dufton from the saddle. The leading 
amateur rider on the Midwest circuit held 
on for about 30 strides and parted company 
from his mount without injury. 


Having captured the Wilmerding Me- 
morial] Cup over hurdles at Far Hills, N, J., 
and the Montpelier Cup over brush at 
Montpelier Station, Va., *Kandy-Sugar won 
his 3rd straight in 4:20 over firm turf, On 
hand from their Pittsburgh, Pa., resi- 
dence, Mr, and Mrs. H, B, Massey, owners 
of the Grandview Stables, received the 
Daniel C, Sands Cup from Mrs, A, C, Ran- 
dolph, following the ‘‘official’’. 


The Blue Ridge 

The Cocks-Aitcheson triple started 
with the Blue Ridge, a 1 3/4 miles hurdle 
event for maidens, Riding Richard W. 
Trapnell Ill’s Milky Whey, Aitcheson held 
the filly in the 3rd position as C, R, Lin- 
ton’s Winagin Jim and Mrs. Edward H. 
Carle’s,Cumberland Gap alternated the 
early pace, The eventual winner closed on 
Cumberland Gap as Winagin Jim tired 
badly. Reaching the leader after the 6th 
hurdle, Milky Whey led over the 7th and 
final jump by 3/4’s of a length, asS, H. R. 
Fred’s Swift River moved up to challenge. 
Embattled in the stretch, Milky Whey grad- 
ually moved ahead to win by a length, Ably

Having turned back 16 competitors to 
break her maidén on the flat at Fair Hill, 
Md., in September, the 3-year-old filly by 
First Fiddle-Bab’s Whey departed the 
maiden hurdler ranks in 3:21. Having fin- 
ished 2nd or 3rd in 4 previous attempts 
over hurdles, the filly bred by Mrs. Fay 
Ingalls picked up 3 points in the United 
Hunts Racing Association’s hurdle division 
awards to earn a total of 10 points and 
divisional leadership. This gives her 
Greenville, Del., owner the $1,000 bonus 
award and a silver trophy, to be presented 
at the next UHRA dinner dance. 


Piedmont Handicap 

Shouldering 146 pounds, equal weight 
with Mrs. Cordelia Scaife May’s Decem- 
ber, and top weight of the 6 acceptors, 
F, Ambrose Clark’s Killymoon narrowly 
accounted for the Piedmont Handicap, Tak- 
ing command after Mrs. F, Eugene Dixon, 
Jr.’s Crownmont led over the initial 
hurdle, Mrs. George E, Tener’s Beckys 
Ship held sway, resisting challenges from 
Crownmont and December.

loomed, The pair jumped itas a team, with 
Beckys Ship showing a nose in front on 
landing, with the fast-closing *Bampton 
Castle, owned by Mrs. Wm. C, Riker, in 
close attendance. The latter closed on the 
embattled pair and tried to get through on 
the rail as they turned for home, The slight 
gap closed and Paddy Smithwick had to take 
*Bampton Castle up and move to the out- 
side, losing valuable ground, 

Running as a team, the embattled pair 
entered the short straightaway stretchand 
Killymoon proved slightly superior under 
adept handling of Jackson to get the judges’ 
decision by a nose, Unable to make up the 
lost ground, *Bampton Castle was 3rd, a 
nose in front of December.

Chronicle Cup 

With Bliss Flaccus’ Trout Line and 
Mrs. Wm, D, Hail’s Full Stop declared 
from the Chronicle Cup, only a trio of 
cross-country campaigners went post- 
ward, The 3 1/2 mile race over 16 tim- 
ber fences proved a walkaway for *Flying 
Cottage, owned by J, Blan van Urk’s Sugar 
Tree Farm, Furnishing jockey Aitcheson 
with his 37th winner of the year over jumps, 
the 7-year-old irish-bred gelding led 
throughout with challenges from Mrs. Vir- 
ginia M, Duvall’s Valley Hart. Not showing 
his best form, Valley Hart went down over 
the 14th jump, sending his young rider- 
trainer to the hospital for examination, It 
marked the Ist spill in timber competition 
for the winner of last year’s Chronicle 
Cup and championship honors as the win- 
ner of the United Hunts Racing Associ- 
ation’s $1,000 timber division award, 

The only other starter, Scandanus, 
with owner Douglas G, Worrall up, can- 
tered around the course to be 2nd and 
last as *Flying Cottage was being un- 
saddled, In chalking up his 2nd timber 
triumph of the year, the Cocks-trained 
"chaser registered 6:23 2/5 for the jour- 
ney. 

The Bull Run 

A bulky field of 13 contested the Bull 
Run, a 1 1/4 miles race over the turf and 
Joseph L, Aitcheson, Jr., closed his most 
successful year as rider with a 2-length 
victory aboard Mrs, Edward H, Carle’s 
Pocket Rocket, Favored to make it 2 ina 
row, F, Ambrose Clark’s Royal Wisdom 
set the early pace, with Mrs, M., L, Sto- 
ver’s By Shucks pressing. As the pace set- 
ters tired, the eventual winner came from 
5th to gain the lead at the mile. Shaking off 
a bid from Mrs, Wm. C, Riker’s Podarces, 
Pocket Rocket was challenged by Thad- 
deus R, Trout’s *Lionhearted, Drawing 
away from his nemesis in the stretch the 
Cocks-trained winner was timed in 2:13. 
*Lionhearted held the place position safe, 
2 1/2 lengths in advance of Podarces, 
A fillip on the program was the run- 


ning of the Salem Trophy, a 2 1/2 mile 
race on the turf for Arabians, A field of 
9 went postward for the non-sanctioned 
event and after what seemed like an end- 
less journey, Norman Harris’ Khali was 
returned the winner under jockey S, Small. 
Mrs. Garvin E, Tankersley’s Jasper was 
2nd, while the Friendship Farms’ Al- 
Marah Ibn Indraff finished 3rd, All of the 
Starters carried 115 pounds and the win- 
ner was timed in 5:26.

HORSE DENTISTRY 

Writing in The Trenton Times news- 
paper, Mark N, Finston notes that George 
M. Jones of 146 Scotch Road in Ewing 
Township, N.J., has filled the teeth of two 
horses. Mr. Jones says: 

**About seven years ago I had a friend 
in New Brunswick who owned a horse 
that wouldn’t eat or drink and was getting 
thinner and thinner. The vets hadn’t helped. 
I examined her mouth and found she had 
eight cavities. 

**So we took a drill and filled her teeth 
with silver fillings - just like a human’s, 
It took about four hours, and today that 
horse is fat and sassy.” 

The only other horse’s teeth he has 
filled are in the cavernous mouth of a 
horse belonging to Luther Halbruner of 97 
Ridgewood Avenue, another personal 
friend of Jones. 

*‘The cavities are as deep as the ends 
of pencils. Neither horse fought any, and 
I didn’t use any anesthetic. That could 
ruin a show horse.”” 

Jones says he probably won’t fill any 
more horse’s teeth. 

“I’m a horse trainer, not a vet. I 
don’t want to do that kind of work. The 
cases are scattered anyway.” 

Why don’t veterinarians fill horses’ 
cavities? 

Jones replies: - ‘*Very few know any- 
thing about the inside of a horse’s mouth, 
I’m hoping that some of the younger ones 
will see how necessary this is and save 
horses that would otherwise be destroyed, 
I'll be glad to teach them all I know.”

THE SAME OLD STORY

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THE PIMLICO SPECIAL 

Considering all the races we could very 
well get along without being run week after 
week and considering some of these new 
billion dollar stakes at one and a half fur- 
longs for two-year-olds being runall over 
the country, it is a pity that some of the 
best older stakes have been discontinued, 

One of those the passing of which is 
just cause for wailing and lamentation was 
the champion-producing invitational Pim- 
lico Special, This race was run at the re- 
spectable distance of a mile and three six- 
teenths in the fall. The first Pimlico Spe- 
cial was run on November 1, 1937. The 
last one was run in 1958 and it was won by 
Vertex. 

Right from the time the gates opened 
for the innaugural running, this race wasa 
championship affair. War Admiral won the 
first one in 1937. He was subsequently 
named Horse of the Year or champion or 
whatever they called them then. In 1938 
War Admiral met Seabiscuit, the Califor- 
nian, in a match race, Seabiscuit won 





laughing, although War Admiral under 
Charlie Kurtsinger was favored. George 
Woolf on the Californian, rode a beautiful 
race and Seabiscuit ran one, Seabiscuit was 
champion of 1938, That made two Horses 
of the Year in a row for the Pimlico Spe- 
cial, Not bad for a starter. 

Challedon won it the next two years and 
was Horse of the Year both times. That 
made it four for four. 

Before the Pimlico Special was discon- 
tinued in 1958, it produced eleven Horses 
of the Year (counting Challedon’s two wins 
and two championships as two) in twenty- 
two runnings. The winners which became 
champions were the foregoing plus Whirla- 
way, Twilight Tear, Armed, Assault, Cita- 
tion, Capot, and Tom Fool, 

If there is any other race in this coun- 
try which has produced the best horse of 
the year in half of its runnings, I have yet 
to hear of it. And to think that a race like 
this is discontinued while a seven furlong, 
$400,000 race for two-year-olds is insti- 
tuted, O tempores, O mores. R, J. Clark

SUNDAY RACING 

There is a simple solution to Mary- 
land’s racing dilemma, if the owners and 
trainers would ask for it and if the racing 
commission and the legislators would go 
along. It is this; RACE ON SUNDAYS, 

There are plenty of sports in Mary- 
land which are on a commercial basis - 
that is, at which admission is charged - 
which operate on Sundays. Baseball, foot- 
ball, golf matches, automobile racing, etc. 
There are also sports on which there is 
plenty of betting - illegal perhaps, but 
nevertheless betting. So it must be clear 
that Sunday sports have the approval of the 
people. 

There are also States in which there is 
racing on Sundays with pari-mutuel bet- 
ting. New Mexico is one, a strong Catholic 
State I might add, and at Albuquerque 
they have had crowds of more than 10,000 
spectators. In Mexico City, where they 
race on Sundays, again in a very religious 
country, their record attendance is 42,000. 
In France, the Arc de Triomphe is run on 
a Sunday. 

Racing in the winter time, racing under 
glass, is all wrong and can only lead 
Maryland racing to destruction. Racing 
should be conducted in the lovely times of 
the year, preferably ondays when the most 
people have some spare time. (Peter

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FLORIDA SHIPPING RULE 

Dr. Robert L. Alkire of the Animal 
Disease Eradication Division of the United 
States Department of Agriculture has out- 
lined the requirements which horsemen 
must meet in order to insure that their 
charges will not be delayed by screw 
worm inspectors en route to Florida. 

“‘Horses shipping by rail to Florida 
should be inspected and sponged with a 
one-quarter per cent co-ral solution at 
point of origin in addition to the usual 
requirements,”’ Dr. Alkire said. ‘‘Such 
inspections and treatment must be 
certified to and under the supervision of 
a regularly employed inspector of the 
Animal Disease Eradication Division. 

*fAny livestock or dogs shipped by 
road transportation to Florida must go 
through inspection stations at Folkston or 
Thomasville, Ga., or Geneva, Ala, All 
inpsection and treatment must be within 
36 hours of loading for shipment.”’ 

A signed statement by a veterinarian 
as to a horse’s condition will meet the 
requirements for horses’ shipping to 
Florida by air or sea,

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PIMLICO FUTURITY 

Pimlico stands bravely and almost 
alone in not allowing supplementary en- 
tries for its Futurity which usually turns 
out to be a pretty good race. It doesn’t 
do much toward determining the two-year- 
old champion though, because that has us- 
ually already been taken care of in The 
Garden State which does allow supplemen- 
tary entries. 

With so much emphasis on expensive 
two-year-old races nowadays, it is vir- 
tually impossible to keep all two-year-olds 
eligible for everything and the champ is 
like as not to be one which wouldn’t have 
justified being nominated for anything, Fu- 
turity races thus become an anachronism, 

And the strange thing about the Pim- 
lico Futurity is that, in spite of the rigid 
adherence to tradition in not allowing sup- 
plementaries, the race is not a Futurity 
anyway. 

A Futurity means that the mares have 
to be nominated before dropping the foals 
which are to race. The Pimlico Futurity 
accepts nominations up to November | of 
the year the animals were foaled. 

Futurity or not, this race is at a re- 
spectable distance, a mile anda sixteenth, 
and it has been won by some of the best 
like Challedon, Bimelech, Count Fleet, and 
Citation. That’s a lot more than can be 
said for most of today’s two-year-old 
races, R. J. Clark

What a long way we have come down 
the path together - this trail is really four 
years long. We have passed Bridle Blvd., 
Saddle Square, en route to Walk, Trot and 
Canter, to Pirouette, to Piaffe and neigh- 
boring Passage, to Stone Wall and Stop 
(they were very close together!) 

Today’s trail never really ends - the 
Future is far ahead, But let’s turn around 
now ~ easy, Son, that rabbit is smaller than 
you are - because we are not inany hurry. 
See how Midas has gilded the spiring pop- 
lars - hear the pheasant call curfew to his 
hens, 

A golden Twilight glow now descends on 
us in gentle blessing - this is no casual 
hour, no ordinary setting. This time and 
this place were given us and can never be

Lost Dogs Return 


(EDITOR’S NOTE: - The following letter 
from Mr. Philip H, Babcock of Concord, 
Mass. appeared in a recent issue of ‘*The 
Field’’.) 

Sir. - Under the title, LostDogs Return 
(August 17), your correspondent is quite 
correct in stating that upon returning 
where they last saw their owner, “they do 
not stay put” - not unless something spec- 
ial is done about it. 

For many years I hunted the red fox and 
white snow-shoe or varying hare in the 
wooded hill country of central and northern 
New England during the winter months, 
Weather changes came suddenly and 
hounds frequently would drive their quarry 
hour after hour under conditions unbeliev- 
able to a European, blood staining their 
tracks at nearly every step due to the 
crust underneath the soft cover snow. 

Usually a single brace of hounds was 
used with the hunter keeping in touch as 
best he could with the aid of snow-shoes, 
Under these conditions it was not unusual 
for hounds to be temporarily lost and for 
the hunter to return home without them, 
after first throwing down his coat at the 
starting point for the returning dogs tocurl 
up on, reassured by the familiar scent. 

In my own case I soon found this coat 
method unsatisfactory from the hounds’ 
point of view during a 24-hour blizzard, 
sleet storm, or drop in temperature to 
below zero, to say nothing of my own peace 
of mind and the wasted hours of futile 
search, The result was that I built a dog 
box of plywood, large enough to accommo- 
date comfortably two good-sized hounds, 
three at a pinch, and light enough to be 
lifted in and out of the back of a station 
wagon single-handed, 


Other simple details were rope han- 
dles, a waterproof top, and hinged en- 
trance door of heavy galvanised wire mesh. 
Filled with straw, and dropped off at the 
Starting point, this box solved my lostdog 
problem completely - sometimes a bit of 
food left inside did no harm; sooner or 
later the missing hounds would be waiting 
for me in comfort. I have not known or 
heard of anyone else who has used this 
simple method, but I have known hunters 
who left their car with a door open, This, 
too, seems to me unsatisfactory, especial- 
ly when one has perhaps 10 or 20 miles 
to walk with night coming on, 

In reply to an inquiry from the editor 
about this letter, Mr. Babcock further 
writes: - “‘The photographdepicts my wife 
trying to coax our over modest Labrador 
to have his picture taken, In this picture 
you will notice a faint indication of adivi- 
sion in the top frame of the box. The upper 
half of this is removeable, It is just a 
frame 4 inches high that rests on top of the 
box with metal straps to hold it in place. 
It lifts off - is only there when the box is 
in the car, which is most of the time. It is 
merely a catch-all for shop bundles, hats, 
coats, dog leads etc. and is a great con- 
venience, The dimensions of the box prop- 
er, are: - 3 ft. wide, 3 ft. 4 in. long, 2 ft. 
high. 

*‘As a matter of fact this picture was 
taken in Ireland where we had gone for 
late salmon fishing followed by snipe and 
woodcock shooting. I took along our Willys 
station wagon and the empty dog box in 
order to pick up a young Labrador I had 
purchased earlier and had had placed in 
training. This box became his home much 
of the time when we weren’t shooting, for 
of course you don’t want a dog on top of 
you and your clothes and luggage when he’s 


just off a snipe bag. This could have been 
his home at night as well; but the Irish love 
dogs, of course, and they said “‘Bring him 
right inl’’ Anyway, it all worked out to 
perfection - much better than I had any 
right to expect. 

**lam enclosing, as well, a snapshot of 
the good old days for your edification, To 
me snow is afascinating medium for hunt- 
ing, eliminating guess work, Everything 
that happens is an open book for you to see 
and read with your own eyes. There is no 
crediting a hound with putting his fox to 
earth when he has simply lost. It can too 
easily be checked. Or you may think your 
hound is doing a superb bit of driving, only 
to discover he has a good pair of eyes but 
a faulty nose, and that for the last hour he 
has been headed the wrong way! 

**The lone hound pictured on chain was 
used singly and on fox only, being hare and 
deer proof. There used to be a saying 
among hunters in this part of the world 
that a man owned but one really good fox- 
hound,in a lifetime. This individual was 
certainly my-one-and-only, with every 
necessary field qualification (and they are 
many in this form of hunting) including a 
glorious voice (tongue, cry, mouth, for the 
young who are so technical) that he knew 
how and when to use. I cannot claim his 
breeding. Instead, I bought him as a puppy 
from a farmer while on a grouse shooting 
trip in the Adirondacks, I like to think that 
he was related to the hounds of that region 
as painted by Winslow Homer (he looked 
the part), one of whose masterpieces Hound 
and Hunter I made a rather special tripto 
Washington to view at the National Gallery 
where it was on loan for atime. But this is 
quite enough bragging of one’s hound and 
puts me in mind of Rowland Robinson's

This report from the Hillsboro Hounds 
should begin with an account of Jt. M.F.H. 
Vernon Sharp’s visit to Italy, France, 
England and Ireland. Joint Master Sharp, 
who was accompanied by Mrs. Sharp and 
their daughters, Lorene and Margaret, 
gives us the following account of their tour. 

“I report on atypical foxhunter’s ‘bus- 
man’s holiday.’ 

“The first hunt visited was the Roman 
Foxhounds, whose kennels, to our amaze- 
ment, are located within eight miles of the 
center of Rome on the ancient Appian Way. 
The country, though restricted, is very at- 
tractive, the hounds basically English in 
origin and the Huntsman a typical, enthu- 
siastic Irishman, 

**John Sloan, Jr., joined us at Milan for 
one day, and although there were no hunts 
in the vicinity, we drove to Lake Como and 
visited Balbianello, the unique and almost 


indescribable villathat belongs to Mrs. 
Paschal Davis and her family. At Senlis, 
France, near Chantilly, with its beautiful 
castle and splendid race course, we visited 
the stables of Baron Armand Thiery’s stag- 
hounds, after a delightful French dinner the 
previous evening with his nephew, Gishlain 
Thiery andMrs. Thiery. Coleman Harwell 
IIjoined our group, and with his proficiency 
in French, proved to be a fine interpreter in 
the many intricacies of stag hunting. This 
packconsists of rather powerful and rangy 
hounds thatare predominantly black and 
white, and their effectiveness is emphasiz- 
ed by the presence of some 75 slots placed 
on the kennel wall. The quaint stables are ad- 
jacent to an enchanting 16th century French 
chateau with chapel, moat, etc., intact. 
*“‘Due to the combined efforts of our 
ever thoughtful friends, ‘Uncle’ Dudley 
Fort, Calvin Houghland and Bill Haggard, 
we were received most cordially in Eng- 
land and in Ireland, First of all, we had 
lunch with the Duke and Duchess of Beau- 
fort at the White City International Show in 
London, where the girls were thrilled to 
see Pat Smythe win, followed by the pres- 
entation of the winning John Player trophy 
by Queen Elizabeth, On this particular day, 
the Whaddon Chase hounds were paraded. 
On leaving London, we visited at a hunter's 
pace the Bicester and Warden Hill, Old 
Berkshire, North Cotswold, Heythrop, and 
Duke of Beaufort’s hounds, Major Bill Scott 
former Master of North Cotswold and de- 
voted friend of Mason Houghland’s, is now 
MFH of the Old Berkshire. After a delec- 
table luncheon with Major Scott and his wife 
and son, we were shown his hounds, Mrs. 
Ronnie Wallace, charming wife of the MFH 
of the Heythrop Hounds, arranged for us to 
see this outstanding pack. We were invited 
by the Duke of Beaufort to visit the Kennels 
at Badminton (where that popular game was 
invented) and were introduced to Jt. MFH 
Major Gundry. After seeing his pack, with 
the aid ofan attractive hound list, we joined 
the Duchess of Beaufort for tea.

“The blood lines of the hounds of the 
Duke of Beaufort, Heythrop and Old Berk- 
shire hunts seem to be the top ones in the 
English shows currently, the Heythrop 
having won both the entered dog and bitch 
classes at Peterborough this year. 

“Enroute to the Shires, we visited the 
Fernie kennels. Col. Teddy Wade, warm 
friend of Calvin Houghland’s, hunts with 
both the Quorn and Cottesmore and showed 
us the immaculate Quorn kennels before 
dinner in his lovely home. Major Robert 
Hoare, MFH of the Cottesmore, met us at 
his kennels and added much to this exper- 
ience, Capt. Allan Kyle, whom Dudley Fort 
visited, took us to the equally outstanding 
Belvoir kennels and Belvoir Castle, home 
of the Duke of Rutland. On the drive back 
to London, we met Major Borwick, MFH of 
the noted Pytchley Hunt, who was leaving 
almost immediately for Ireland, where he 
was judge at the Dublin Show. 

“‘At Bill Haggard’s instance, Lord Yar- 
brough, MFH of the Brocklesby Hounds, 
extended an invitation to see his pack, As 
you recall, Mason Houghland imported four 
couple of unentered hounds from this pack 
in 1953. To our genuine regret, it proved 
impractical to travel this additional dis- 
tance in the time allotted, giving due allow- 
ance to the rather winding roads and my own 
ineptitude in adjusting to lefthand driving. 

**We were impressed with the size and 
scope of the Dublin Show, where at times 
there was simultaneous judging of hunters

in five separate rings and jumping classes 
with as many as 85 entries. The permanent, 
natural jumping course in the arena was 
most intriguing, with its established brush 
jumps, stone walls, water jumps and ex- 
ceedingly formidable Irish banks. Benny 
Supple, friend and driver for Jack Bass, 
Jr. and Sr., Bill Haggard, Calvin Hough- 
land, Jack Rodes, Bobby Wilson et al, 
drove us through a major portion of the 
Irish hunting country. We visited the ken- 
nels of the Kildare, County Carlow, Kil- 
kenny of Major McCalmont, Scarteen 
(Black and Tans) and Limerick, Unfortu- 
nately for us, the Masters of these hunts 
were still in Dublin, but seeing their sep- 
arate countries and hunt establishments 
was the treat of a lifetime. It is interesting 
how these various, great hunts of both Eng- 
land and Ireland preserve their own indi- 
viduality and reflect so much of the per- 
sonality of their present and former Mas- 
ters and hunt servants, while enjoying the 
best of sport.”’ 

Before leaving this glowing account we 
should report another story from England, 
told recently by Dr. Rudolph (Rudy) A. 
Light, at a luncheon honoring Dr. and Mrs. 
Light, and given by Mrs. Con O, T, Ball. 
Dr. Light, a member of the Hillsboro 
Hounds, has for the past few years been 
Nuffeld Research Professor of Surgery at 
Oxford, Rudy gave this account, which we 
suggested he write for the sake of fox 
hunting annals. His story follows. 

“A brief resume of the Heythrop Hunt 
occurrence, February, 1961: 

“We (Ann and myself, Major Morrison, 
recently of the Royal Artillery, and Mrs. 
Patrick Campbell Anderson, wife of alate 
Colonel of the Seaforth Highlanders) fol- 
lowed the hunt in our old Bentley. By vir- 
tue of good maps and great (or lucky) in- 
tuition, we viewed repeatedly, often watch- 
ing the fox cross the road ahead of hounds, 
While driving along one road, we saw ina 
field on our left a small black and white 
dog suddenly take off, flat out, close to the 
ground, from one end of the field to the 
other. Our first thought was that he was 
going to join the hounds, whose music could 
be heard coming up from an adjoining field, 
We then saw that far into the pasture was 
a flock of sheep. The dog rounded them up 
and drove them towards us until he reached 
a point past the middle of the field, where 
he lay down facing the sheep as though dar- 
ing them to move. The flock stayed quietly 
huddled in this area as hounds broke out of 
a copse and crossed the field at the exact 
point where the sheep had been grazing. 
It was the most marvelous sight I have ever 
seen, particularly since all this was done 
without any human assistance. Even though 
we were in at the kill, this was without 
doubt the highlight of this and other days 
with the Heythrop and Bicester.” 

And now back to the Hillsboro Hounds, 
Joint Master Sharp returned to his home 
and the kennels at Inglehame to find that 
Jt. M.F.H, John Sloan had carried on in his 
“typically efficient and thorough manner.”’ 
July and August, which brought much rain, 
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provided night and early morning hunts 
when the pack of twenty-five couple lived 
up to all that could be expected. This sum- 
mer has been particularly rewarding, for 
the ten couple of young entry from the 1960- 
1961 season have matured into well-man- 
nered, hard-driving, adult hounds, Cubbing 
in September and October, because of se- 
vere drought, was disappointing, but the 
hard work of Joint Master Sloan and the 
constant attention of Huntsman Felix Peach 
has rounded the pack into top shape. (Here 
we would like to mention that Huntsman 
Peach and his son, Jimmy, attended nine 
shows in Tennessee, Kentucky, and Ala- 
bama and came home with forty-two tro- 
phies). 

Our country has had the best of care, 
C, C, Adams has panelled several farms 
which join the territory opened so superbly 
in the last few years by Mr. and Mrs, 
Henry Hooker. This will add more than 
2,000 acres to the 4,300 acres, composed 
of the 800 acre farm of the late Squire Ed 
Hicks (one of the greatest friends of the 
Hillsboro Hounds) and the 3,500 acres of 
Percy-Warner Park. In this great domain 
will be found the Iroquois Steeplechase 
course and the Pony Club center. And, 
speaking of the Pony Club, the Hillsboro 
Hounds stages a Pony Club hunt about ence 
a month during the season to which all 
members who can get across country are 
invited, In addition, a quota of from four 
to six Pony Clubbers is invited for most 
of the regular hunts. The quotas are man- 
aged by Miss Margaret Lindsley Warden, 
District Commissioner of the Middle Ten- 
nessee Pony Club, and by Paul M. Davis, 
Jr., Pony Club parent who is a hunt sub- 
scriber. (The M.T.P.C. is one of the larg- 
er affiliates of the U. S, Pony Clubs, Inc., 
with about 150 members). 

Hunting with the Hillsboro Hounds when 
their turn comes around are the quintet of 
girls who won the “C” competition for the 
Middle Tennessee Pony Club at the U. S. 
Pony Clubs National Rally last July at Mal- 
vern, Pa, They are Ann Magli, Ruth Eng- 
lert, Martha Hilton, Genevieve Farris, and 
Sandra Bowne. Genevieve’s father, Frank 
Farris, Jr., is a hunt subscriber and was 
une of the Nashville contingent to attend the 
Rally.

How different the phrase “‘self-taught” 
seems when applied to George Stubbs, He 
taught himself so well that he became the 
yardstick for all sporting painters. Until 
Stubbs published The Anatomy of the 
Horse, after eight years of dissection and 
preparation, no such work existed, Stubbs 
brought to sporting art the spirit of 
scientific inquiry which engaged the best 
minds of the eighteenth century. Resource- 
ful, inventive, dogged, self-confident, 
straightforward, Stubbs reminds us of 
Hogarth and Samuel Johnson, two other 
independent and stolid British figures, 

Stubbs’ scientific approach to painting 
- but one aspect of his remarkable talent 
- began early and ended only with death, At 
eight he was borrowing, from a neighbor- 
ing doctor in Liverpool, bones and pre- 
pared subjects from which to draw. At 
twenty-one, he was lecturing on anatomy 
to students at York Hospital. Asked to 
illustrate a book on midwifery, he both 
taught himself etching and “snatched” 
the body of a recently dead mother, upon 
which he based the eighty drawings he then 
etched for the book. The story of the 
arduous years at Horkstow farmhouse 
during his preparation of The Anatomy 
of the Horse from non-living evidence is 
already well-known. Another account con- 
cerns a tiger which expired in a shop on 
the Strand. Hearing of it as he was going 
to bed, Stubbs dressed, rushed out, bought 
the tiger for three guineas, carried it 
home to Portman Square, and spent the 
rest of the night dissecting it. Just before 
his death, he said that his only regret was 
that he had not yet finished his book on 
comparative anatomy. 

Stubbs’ paintings cannot be rated too 
highly. ‘‘He painted a horse,” writes 
Sacheverell Sitwell, ‘‘. . . as if it was the 
Venus . . . of his mind,” Serene incolor, 
elegant and spare in form, realistic with 
the quiet voice of real authority, his horse 
and dog paintings, shooting scenes, con- 
versation pieces, are often of sufficient 
quality to place them within the range of 
the great masters of painting. Speaking 
again of Stubbs, but this time of his 
pastoral pieces, Sitwell says that Stubbs 
“‘has portrayed something lacking in all 
other pictures of eighteenth-century Eng- 
land, They are not pastoral affectation, but 
the rural truth. It is difficult not to be- 
come convinced that the technical equip- 
ment and the vision of Smbbs were more 
competent than the skill of any other 
painter of this school, Stubbs is nature

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MORATIO ALGER OF THE 
RODEO WORLD 


by M. L. 


Oral Zumwalt’s career from bronc 
rider at thirteen to a leading rodeo pro- 
ducer reads like a Horatio Alger novel, 
but it is a galloping reality. Zumwalt 
operates the KO Rodeo Ranch, near Mis- 
soula. This bizarre, but profitable ranch 
contrasts severely with the farm his folks 
homesteaded near Roundup, Montana inthe 
early twenties. When homesteading failed, 
young Zumwalt hired out, 

Oral became the youngest bronc rider, 
winning his first event at the age of 
thirteen, He made almost all the rodeos 
when he was fifteen, and took all-round 
cowboy honors in Miles City, still known 
as the cowboys’ Mecca of the West, Early 
rodeoing was not the daring national sport 
it is now. Bad conditions, and thieving 
promoters almost eliminated rodeos, The 
public and contestants alike owe much to 
men like Zumwalt who organized the Rodeo 
Cowboy Association in 1938, After suc- 
cessful years of rodeoing, and several 
hundred prizes later Zumwalt began 
ranching and training Quarter Horses near 
Augusta. 

When offered the job of rodeo producer 
he put on the wildest, woolliest rodeo 
ever for the G.I.’s at Great Falls base. 
Over 300 servicemen took part in the wild 
cow milking contest. Many of them didn’t 
know a steer from a cow. It was an 
hilarious show, never to be equalled. With 
a grin Oral fondly relates the highlights 
of his Great Falls show. ‘‘Once I got the 
300 wild eyed servicemen lined up, I could 
see most of them had never seen a cow 
before, let alone milk one,” he adds. ‘‘So 
I hollered, ‘Turn out everything but 
horses.” 

Always a showman at heart, Zumwalt 
kept faith with that boyhood dream of 
making rodeo a top national sport. His 
uncanny knack of knowing what fans want 
has made the Zumwalt rodeos into a new 
dimension in western athletic entertain- 
ment, 

For seven months of the year Zumwalt 
is lining up his season’s shows, scouring 
the country for acts with the utmost in 
excitement, Simultaneously he arranges 
for advertising and publicity. During this 
time he’s constantly buying more bucking 
stock, plus bulls, steers and calves. He 
feeds close to 300 horses, 50 bulls and 50 
Steers, and almost 100 calves on his 12,000 
acre KO ranch. He puts out more hay 
during rodéo season than many ranchers

feed their stock during the full nine winter 
months, 

Prized, praised and preferred are his 
unique beasts, worthless to anyone but-a 
rodeo producer. A bucking horse pur- 
chased for one to five hundred dollars that 
tones down and fizzes out is a loss to 
rodeo, Ornery, short tempered, emotional 
and physically thin skinned Brahma bulls 
are even harder to locate. Purchasing 
price of the Brahma is one thousand 
dollars and up. Come spring, the roping 
calves are rounded up and peppy Mexican 
steers trucked from California, Lundwall 
Brothers with five semi trailers haul 
Zumwalt’s rodeo stock, representing 
nearly a quarter million dollars in gear 
and stock, 

The magical three ingredients that go 
into making Zumwalt rodeos triple ex- 
citement are: Top producer, top stock and 
top riders. Over three million dollars a 
year in prize money is split with con- 
testants coming from all over America, 
Canada and Mexico, This is competition 
in which they excel. Widely known as the 
*‘cowboy’s rodeo producer”? Oral has 
stuck his neck out figuratively and literally 
many times for his rugged, horny handed 
boys. One of the many times when he 
came to a cowboy’s assistance in the arena 
he got his neck broken, But he was back 
in the saddle in three months, He speaks 
the cowboy vernacular. Blunt, direct, curt,

he’s one of them with his forthright lingo, 
Several of his riders own ranches they’ve 
purchased with prize money. Many come 
by Cadillac or fly to his shows. 

This is the story of two champions; a 
man and ahorse. Oral’s bulldogging record 
of two and two fifths seconds in 1939 has 
never been equalled. His bucking horse 
**Trail’s End’’ is the top bucker of 1959 
and 1960 in the National Finals at Dallas, 
Texas. Both deserve star billing. Trail’s 
End is a 9 year old sorrel gelding, 15 
hands high, with a stripe on his faceand a 
burning passion to throw cowboys. This 
relentless equine bronc is a perfectionist 
in that art. Oral bought him for $125 
from a Montana sheep outfit. Gentle to 
handle, he just doesn’t want to be ridden. 
Like the Trojan Horse he’s got more 
surprises up his hoof than bronc riders 
realize and is the fastest, highest kicker 
of all. 

Featured high in the rodeo world are the 
announcer, the pickup men and the clowns, 
Don Harrington, once a rodeo cowboy, 
interprets events in a way that everyone 
can understand, even though many fans 
have never ridden a horse, let alone dogged 
a steer, rode a bull or roped a calf, 
Clear, concise, pleasant, he keeps things 
boiling hotter than a cannibal pot; interest 
never wanes with Don behind the mike. 
More than one cowboy owes life and limbs 
to the pickup men from the Big Hole 
Valley, Sam and Mel McDowell and their 
quiet, even tempered mounts, Out in the 
arena, where the law of horn and hoof 
still prevails and cowboys live by wits 
and guts, alone, these clowns not only 
furnish the belly laughs, but take the 
danger spots, so cowboy and bulldogger 
can escape. Roger Mawson and Joaquin 
Sanchez, rodeo clowns, are the funniest 
and bravest of the brave. It’s notnecessary 
to be cremated to warm up to them, 

Don’t miss a Zumwalt rodeo, They are 
the caviar of the rodeo world,

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Burghley Three Day Event

The autumn three-day event in England 
on September 14-16 was held this year at 
Burghley Park, the home of the Marquess 
of Exeter, the old venue at Harewood being 
no longer available, Under the manage- 
ment of Brig. J. Grose, the new official 
organizer of events, and with the goodwill 
of the Marquess of Exeter (master of his 
own pack of hounds) who cheerfully allowed 
trees to be pulled down, this event was 
considered to have been a very successful 
innovation, and it is hoped to hold the 
European Championships there next year. 
The park is situated in rolling country in 
the south of Lincolnshire, and the event 
took place against the backdrop of palatial 
Burghley House, with its turrets, or- 
namental gardens and lake. 

It was unfortunate that the anticipated 
international competitors never mate- 
rialized and that many of the experienced 
English horses were at the last moment 
unable to come, with the result that what 
would have been a cross-country course 
of moderate difficulty did, in fact, cause 
chaos, only two horses managing to get 
around without penalties. The course was 
beautifully constructed, being of very solid 
materials, and incorporating quick-re- 
lease safety devices on any fence where 
a horse might get a leg caught up, if he 
slipped or fell. Full marks must gotoMr. 
W. Thomson, the course-builder, 

With three horses failing to pass the vet 
at the first inspection before the event 
had even begun, the numbers were reduced 
to twenty on the dressage day. The judges 
for this phase were Gen. Rothkirch from 
the Continent, Dame Mary Colvin, and Lt.- 
Cmdre, Oram; a Medium test was per- 
formed, the same one as at Badminton, 
As is so often the case at three-day 
events, the standard of dressage was not 
very high, most horses being too fit to 
settle down, and others not really ready 
for so advanced a test. 

The exception was an outstanding per- 
formance by Merely-a-Monarch, ridden by 
Miss Anneli Drummond-Hay, to end witha 
deservedly low score of 38 penalties (the 
worst was 178.67) which put them far in the 
lead. A clear but unhurried round on the 
second day, and a clear round show-jump- 
ing enabled them to win by the large margin 
of some 33 points, the only ones to finish 
with a plus score, The runner-up, By Golly, 
ridden by Lt. J. Smith-Bingham, did a nice 
test for a penalty score of 79.33, to lie 
fourth at the end of the first day, and was 
the only other horse to have a clear round 
in the endurance phase. King Midas, the 


experienced little roan horse ridden by 
Miss Celia Ross-Taylor, had a very good 
score of minus 64, to lie second, but 
unfortunately had to retire after a fall on 
the following day. The third bestdressage 
was performed by Col. Williams’ Sea 
Breeze ridden by Michael Bullen, but they 
were withdrawn after this phase. 
Conditions on the second day were very 
good for the horses, there being a slight 
breeze, while the old turf of the park kept 
the going from being too hard, Of the total 
of 17 miles, the first roads and tracks of 
4 miles led to a steeplechase of 5 fences 
taken twice, about 2 1/4 miles, one of 
the obstacles an upright post and rail 
which, though padded, always causes a few 
heart stoppages. The second roads and 
tracks was about 6 1/2 miles and returned 
competitors to the start for the 4 1/2 
mile cross-country journey of 30 fences. 
The course started over a post and 
rails, and then led to two spread fences 
into and out of a wood, over a trakehner 
and to the 116” open water, which rather 
surprisingly caused two falls. The sixth 
fence was awkward, being a post and rail 
set at the bottom of a slope, just too far 
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away for easy take-off from the top or 
part way down the slope, yet not quite 
enough room on the flat at the bottom, 
Most riders hooked back as much as they 
were able and scrambled over, to be faced 
four strides later by a 4’9"" ditch in front 
of a 3°7" bank. The eighth fence gave an 
option of going straight over a 3°11” 
poultry house with a 6’ spread, or of 
going off the direct line to jump a post 
and rail of the same height, adjoining it 
at right angles. 

This was followed by a log pile, and 
then the set of three upright fences, 10, 
11, and 12, each about two strides away 
from each other. No. 10 gave a choice 
of going straight over a corner, or wasting 
time going through a gateway which gavea 
better approach to no, 11, while the no, 12 
was of varying height with an uneven drop 
on landing. After a tiger trap, a Y-shaped 
fence was reached, this giving a choice of 
a 3°6” post and rail or 3°9’’ fences widen- 
ing to a 6” spread. This was further com- 
plicated by a sunken lane on the approach 
side and the dropping away of the ground 
on the far side, both of which gave varying 
distances of level space for taking off and 
landing, depending upon where the fence 
was taken, the higher spread having the 
most room, 

A stone wall and a gate followed, and 
then came no, 17, another with an option, 
The direct route lay over a thorn fence 
set at an angle to a post and rail, to be 
taken where they joined, but a horse 
inclined to run out could be taken over 
just the post and rail part, though this 
wasted time. After a bullfinch came one of 
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Fence I+ 


the most troublesome fences, a 3°6” 
white lattice upright, set on top of a steep 
downward slope. Though these ‘‘drop into 
space” type fences are often seen, this 
was perhaps higher than usual, or the 
landing may have seemed different, as this 
led to a lane, with fence no. 20, an 
identical upright on the far side, with the 
landing on an upward slope, Fence 21, a 
lamb creep, was a ramp 7°6” wide and 
3°1” in height which looked appalling, but 
in fact caused no trouble, the horses all 
making tremendous leaps to clear it by a 
large margin. 

The jump into a pond which came next 
caused the most grief. Here there was a 
choice of ways; either to go over a 2°6” 
log, dropping into the water, or first to 
negotiate a 28°" post and rail with a short 
steep downward slope ending at the edge of 
the water which could be more or less 
waded into, Most competitors attempted 
the log, with varying success, and a num- 
ber of horses which apparently ‘jumped’ 
it easily and well, suddenly collapsed upon 
taking a stride forward. The following 
fence, a 3°11” post and rail out of a wood 
with a dip on the landing side, also caused 


i? D 
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some unaccountable falls. 

From here the course returned to the 
central area, leading over a ditch and 
bank, cattle troughs and a giant garden 
seat, to a very colorful road-works scene 
which had an 8’ spread; then over a tree- 
trunk and on toa semi-slide with a timber- 
wagon at the bottom, and finishing over a 
post and rail set on the top of a mound, 

Of the 16 competitors which actually 
started the cross-country phase, nine 
finished and passed the vet inspection the 
next morning with no trouble, There was 
such a large difference between scores, 
however, that the show jumping phase had 
no effect on the placings from the previous 
day. Merely-a-Monarch went clear, while 
By Golly had one fence down, to rob him 
of the slight plus score he had had, In 
third place was Ballyhoo, ridden by Lt. 
the Hon, P, Conolly-Carew which had 
done a steady round on the second day, 
with one refusal. Fourth place went to Mr. 
Neil Gardiner’s Young Pretender, ridden 
by Lt.-Col. Frank Weldon, They had the 
fastest round in the endurance phase, buta 
fall and a very poor dressage prevented 
their being placed higher.

School riding teams were the most 
interesting new thing at the 10th annual 
horsemanship, hack, and hunter competi- 
tion sponsored by The Nashville Tennes- 
sean, More good news was the raising of 
about $300 in entry fees for the U. S. 
Equestrian Team. Numbers issued totaled 
133. 

The Lem Crosthwait family took home 
the most blue ribbons, eight. Winners 
were Lem, Jr., 13, Candy, 11, George, 
10, and Kathy, 7. 

Six schools were represented by teams 
of four riders, Every ribbon in horse- 
manship classes won by a team member 
was worth 25-20-15-10 or 5 points for 
the school. Then there was one event, a 
modified FEI jumping class, for school 
teams only, Only one school, Harpeth 
Hall, had all four riders to finish. The 
point problem was solved by giving 10 
points to every entry with a clean score. 

The winning team, that from Harpeth 
Hall, had 3 of the 4 riders who won the 
“C” division at the 1961 U.S, Pony Clubs 
National Rally. These were Martha Hilton, 
Genevieve Farris, and Ruth Englert. The 
additional member was Gene Bilbro, 

Only private schools, plus Franklin 
High, entered the first round of com- 
petition for The Nashville Tennessean’s 
school riding team trophy because the 
Davidson County School Board - and 
Superintendent - withheld permission todo 
so, But, children and parents were so 
eager for the school riding teams that the 
County authorities have since voted to 
cooperate. 

School riding teams should give horse- 
manship some recognition on school ath- 
letic programs and thus widen the sport’s 
base of support.

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Mounted Games 

Competitors, instructors and District 
Commissioners interested in the U. S, 
Pony Clubs Mounted Games Championship, 
known as the Pony Club Cup, will also be 
interested in a recent description of 
training ponies and riders for the com- 
parable British Pony Club competition 
known as the Prince Philip Cup. Writing 
in a recent issue of ‘‘The Field,” a 
District Commissioner says: - ‘‘The basis 
of training is to teach the ponies to gallop 
(and I mean gallop, not canter) between the 
bending poles and turn quickly round the 
post at the end, The more intelligent ponies 
soon learn to put their ears back and 
scuttle up and down the lines as fast as 
the going will allow. Most of the time the 
childrens’ hands are occupied carrying a 
baton or a flag, so that the ponies must 
learn to obey the legs and bodies of the 
riders. 

“The ponies have to get used to waving 
flags, flapping shirts and bursting balloons 
as part of the props, and only competent 
children on _ well-schooled ponies can 
tackle the more difficult games. Our team 
ponies no longer shy when presented with 
a basket of laundry to peg out on a line, 
or take off to the other end of the field 
when passing a bunch of balloons, This 
Steadiness has advantages, as I dis- 
covered when I wanted to carry the 
shopping home after a visit to the black- 
smith, The Uncle Tom Cobley race entails 
one pony carrying two children through 
the bending poles. Only athletic children 
can vault up on to a 13 h.h. pony with 
another child already on its back. 

“One difficulty is getting the children 
to practise without making them bored 
and the ponies stale. Some of this can be 
overcome by practising during the pre- 
vious summer, but some branches find it 
such a problem that they do not enter for 
the competition. It means a tremendous 
amount of work for the branch officials, 
and if the children are not keen this 
energy is wasted. The parents, too, must 
cooperate. Practices mean much fetching 
and carrying, and the ponies have to be

suitably fed to produce their best form. 
We were amazed at the food some less 
knowledgeable parents provided for their 
children’s ponies. It took tact to put this 
right. 

“Choosing the team presents dif- 
ficulties, and even when we thought we 
had the right combination, a sore back 
and a cough upset our plans. Good chil- 
dren were available with unsuitable ponies 
and vice versa. In our branch we are not 
very happy about borrowing animals, but 
in spite of this we had some heartening 
examples of unselfishness among the chil- 
dren who offered to give up their chance 
of getting on the team by lending their 
pony to someone more capable, It was 
also difficult to pick the best all-round 
members, By far our best pony took its 
rider round the field at a gallop on the 
only occasion when we tried it ina snaffle. 
Some children were outstanding at one or 
two games, and others put up a good 
performance at the majority. In the end 
we chose the children and ponies who 
kept their heads, despite the fact that they 
were not always the best performers. It 
is no good having a child who beats every-

“We were proved right on the day, for 
many of the teams competing spoiled their 
chances by slapdash baton changing, or 
careless mistakes at vital moments.

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Connemara Pony’s 


Incredible Successes 
Stanislaus Lynch 


When Tommy Wade's overgrown Con- 
nemara pony won the championship of 
Dublin Spring, Belfast, and Cork Shows, 
this season (1961), most of his admirers 
thought this would be the crowning achieve- 
ment of an incredibly brilliant show- 
jumping career. 

Shortly afterwards however, he made 
these achievements look almost insignif- 
icent when, at Dublin Horse Show in August, 
he won five major trophies. Two months 
later in October, 1961, he astounded even 
the most ardent enthusiasts of the Con- 
nemara breed, by winning the champion- 
ship at ‘‘The Horse of The Year Show”, 
at Wembley Stadium, London. 

His Dublin performance marked him as 
show jumper of the century, for it was the 
first time in the show’s history that so 
many major awards were won by one 
rider, even with several horses, whereas 
Wade’s major successes were all on 
Dundrum, 

They were, The Sandymount Stakes, 
The Boylan Memorial Trophy, The Irish 
Trophy, The Wylie Trophy and an open 
competition over the permanent bank 
course. He also was awarded the trophy 
for scoring the highest number of wins 
and placings during the show. 

On another mare, Curiosity, which he 
bought before Christmas, he also won the 
speed competition, 

His achievements are all the more 
notable when it is remembered that leading 
horsemen from nine nations were com- 
peting. They included such international 
experts as Capt. D’Inzeo (Italy); Herr 
Gunter Winkler (Germany); Mr. Warren 
Wofford (U.S.A.); Miss Pat Smythe 
(Britain); Senor Nelson Pessoa (Brazil); 
Capt. W. A. Ringrose (Ireland); Mr. Robert 
Graystone (Sth, Africa); Folk Stenbom 
(Sweden); and Ist Lt. Kurt Eschler 
(Switzerland), 

A notable feature of his Dublin suc- 
cesses was that they included the Civilian 
Championship and the International Cham- 
pionship, 

When he won the Victor Ludorum 
Championship at Wembley, it crowned an 
incredibly brilliant season, It is tenyears 
since an Irish rider won this coveted 
trophy, when Col. J. J. Lewis, of the 
Irish Army jumping team won it riding 
as a civilian, on Mrs. C, J. McDowell’s 
Hack-On, A point worth noting is the vast 
difference in the physique of the two 
horses. Hack-On is a massive bay gelding 
almost 17 hands and although nearly a 
Thoroughbred has tremendous bone and 
substance, whereas Dundrum is only an 
over-grown Connemara pony slightly over 
15 hands. 

There were twenty-five starters, all 
of high International calibre in the Cham- 


pionship and the little Connemara’s 
manoeuvrability, was a decisive adjunct 
to his inherent jumping ability, as he was 
able to turn almost on the proverbial 
sixpence, thus cutting time to the minimum 
in this important contest, It was held 
over an intricate course of puissance- 
type obstacles, which included two in-and- 
outs and a 5°3"" wall, 

Although we are not high-jump 
specialists in Ireland, since we prefer to 
turn out good average all-rounders, a 
height of 5°3"’ would cause little worry to 
Dundrum, as he jumped 6’4” in Aachen 
Show (Germany) and bettered this by an 
inch in the Puissance at this year’s 
Spring Show in Dublin, (one inch short of 
two metres), He has had so many brilliant 
performances that we are inclined to for- 
get that in 1959 this amazing little horse 
equalled the remarkable jump of another 
over-grown member of his breed, the 
immortal Connemara, The Nugget, who 
jumped 7°2” (over 2 metres), at the 
International Horse Show inOlympic, Lon-

don, 1935. Dundrum cleared a similiar 
height in the International Horse Show in 
White City, London, in 1959, when he tied 
with Capt. D’Inzeo, riding the lrish-bred 
grey, The Rock, 

To see The Rock and Dundrum standing 
side by side would make this feat appear 
a sheer impossibility, as they might pass 
for mare and foal, While Dundrum is only

Slightly over 15 hands, The Rock might 
almost be described as an equine moun- 
tain! 

The difference in the riders is even 
greater. Capt. D’Inzeo like most of the 
leading Internationals, learned his craft 
from expert instructors in his own and 
other countries, whereas Wade never got 
an ‘hour’s tuition in a riding school in his 
life! 

Born in Cammas, County Tipperary, and 
now 23 years old, he is just a born 
horseman. A point which might have a 
bearing on his successes is that no-one 
else, not even his brothers, are allowed 
to ride Dundrum. 

A further point worth noting in view of 
the elaborate martingales and trappings 
used by modern show-jumpers, is that he 
rides Dundrum in a plain snaffle and a 
dropped noseband. The horse and rider 
perform quietly and without fuss, even in 
the most exacting competitions and Dun- 
drum seems as unperturbed as if he were 
at home in Cammas, 

The only thing that seems to upset 
him is a band; Tommy Wade always rides 
a substitute during parades which pre- 
ceed or follow a major competition. Wade's 
major fault as a polished horseman occurs 
at the moment of take-off, when, probably 
due to over-enthusiasm, he flings himself 
bodily from the saddle and returns to it 
when his horse lands on the other side. 
Even though he never interferes with his 
horse’s mouth in the process, itis against 
all the acknowledged theories and spoils 
his style. However he gets results, but 
one wonders if they would not be equally 
good if he refrained from this regrettable 
habit. 

Dundrum is by Little Heaven, which 
was a small Thoroughbred sire imported 
by the Connemara Pony Breeders’ Society, 
to introduce new blood to the native breed. 
He brought untold benefits, not the least 
of which was the amazing versatility of 
his off-spring in various equestrian fields. 

Connemaras have always been accepted 
as outstanding natural jumpers, but last 
year at Aachen Show, in Germany, Little 
Model, by Little Heaven, out of a Con- 
nemara mare, was 3rd in the 1961 
European Dressage Championship, Owned 
and ridden by Mrs. V. D. S, Williams, 
Little Model, represented Britain in the 
Grand Prix de Dressage at the Olympic 
Games in Rome in 1960, and gave an 
excellent display in such exalted company. 

Another indication of their versatility 
is that, Good Heaven, a grand-son of Little 
Heaven, out of Heather Grey (864), @ 
registered Connemara mare, was 3rd in 
the unmade heavy-weight Polo Pony’s 
class at this years Dublin Horse Show. 

Since most people associate Con- 
nemaras almost entirely with their bril- 
liance as jumpers, it is good to see these 
versatile ponies winning rosettes indres- 
sage and polo, two phases of horseman- 
ship which are not normally associated 
with this indigenous Irish breed.

Argentina triumphed victorious over 
four other nations at the National Horse 
Show in Madison Square Garden, scoring 
a total of 106, as compared with Canada, 
in second place, with 68 points. 


Argentina Triumphs 

Not only did the vast nation from the 
Southern Hemisphere win 7 victories (in- 
cluding both phases of the Prix des Na- 
tions,) but their top ace, Doctor of Laws 
Hugo Migual Arrambide, emerged as rider 
who has earned the most points thus far 
in CHIO shows on this continent in 1961, 
Arrambide was awarded the new Trail 
Guide Trophy, presented by Dr. and Mrs. 
Howard Serrell of Greenwich, Conn., in 
honor of the valiant U,S, team horse, Trail 
Guide, who lost his life negotiating ajump 
at the Garden last year. Arrambide had 
collected 36 points at the Pennsylvania 
National, which added to his 38 won at 
New York, gave him a total of 74 to date. 
For his Championship at New York, where 
he won three individual victories, the 
swift Argentinian also received the Na- 
tional Horse Show Association Trophy 
donated by Mr. and Mrs, William Joshua 
Barney, Jr. 

Argentina also had another star in the 
person of Carlos Damm, Jr., youngest 
rider in the International Competition, 
who won the stake class before a record 
crowd of 14,063 on the eve of his 19th 
birthday, presenting himself with 
birthday gift of $3,225 as top money in 
the event. This slight, capable young lad 
also won the second low score event. 

The two biggest plums in the Inter- 
national competition, the three-phase Low 
Score Event, and the two-phase Prix des 
Nations, also fell into the hands of the 
Argentinians. However, in the Low Score 
competition they only had to jockey for 
position against Canada and Ireland; United 
States and Mexico were disqualified inthe 
first Low Score event. 

It all came about this way. The first 
low score event called for two teams of 
three different horses per team, each to 
be ridden by a different rider, but the 
same three riders to ride on each team, 
The United States, however, entered two 
different teams of riders - four riders 
in all competing, and went clean with both 
its teams, Canada entered a protest on the 
grounds of a violation of the requirements 
of the class. U.S, Coach Bertelan de- 
Nemethy was quoted as saying he had 
posted his riders 12 hours in advance, and 
that the protest should have been put in at 
that time, but Canada countered that they 
also had four riders available but had 
stuck to the regulations, The protest was 
upheld, thus costing the U.S, 15 points 
for first place, and possible points for a 
lesser place. It was then noted, as some- 
what of an afterthought, that Mexico had 


done the sare thing, so they also were 
disqualified, At first it was thought the two 
nations should be barred from further 
competition in the Low Score, but the 
officials relented, and permitted the U.S, 
and Mexico to compete in the classes 
for team and individual points, but not for 
Low Score points, 

The reserve individual championship 
was shared by Captain William A, Ringrose 
of Ireland and Lt. Col, Rubin Uriza of 
Mexico, who each won 26 points. Ringrose, 
a big favorite with the crowds, won two 
victories, and a second, Uriza did not win 
a first, but scored with three second places 
and two thirds, being the real mainstay 
of the Mexican aggregation, 

The poor showing of the United States 
was a great disappointment to the fol- 
lowers, especially as it came on the heels 
of such great accomplishment at the 
Pennsylvania National, where they won 
nine of the 11 classes. They scored no 
points at all until the fifth event, and did 
not break into the winner’s circle until 
Monday afternoon, when almost everyone 
had given up hope, This victory was 
accounted for by Kathy Kusner, who, 
however, has not lived up to expectations 
thus far in the CHIO shows, Monday night 
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Frank Chapot followed suit by winning the 
Individual championship class, with Kathy 
among the five who tied for second, Both 
ended, however, with 22 points, having 
each won a first and two seconds, Bill 
Steinkraus, team captain, earned only 8 
points, but by virtue of having scored 68 
points at Harrisburg, received the German 
Challenge trophy awarded to the United 
States rider achieving the highest score 
during the season at CHIO shows. 

Bill Robertson, twenty, making his first 
appearance with the team, earned four 
points. However, the final scores do not 
always reflect the final standings, for the 
United States’ riders did have many clean 
rounds, but, as often happens, lost out on 
time frequently. Hugh Wiley was listed as 
a team member, but only rode in the 
opening night parade, on Master William. 
It would appear that Wiley’s talents, as 
well as those of George Morris, are being 
missed by the team. 

Every one of the 14,063 spectators in 
the Garden Saturday night was tense with 
excitement and expectation as the $7500 
International Stake got underway. We 
imagine the riders also were feeling the 
strain, and possibly trying too hard, in 
view of the large sums of money at stake, 
for there were not nearly as many clean 
performances as in some of the other 
classes.

The open jumper division was high- 
lighted by the victory of the seven-year- 
old gray gelding, Grey Aero, owned by 
Frank Imperatore Motor Co,, Canonsburg, 
Pa., guided by Sonny Brooks to the cham- 
pionship with 21 points. This fine young 
horse, who is climbing swiftly to the top, 
defeated three former champions - Riviera 
Wonder, 1960; Windsor Castle, 1959; 
Snowman, 1958, You might even say these 
statistics actually go back as far as 1955, 
for Riviera Wonder was also champion in 
1955, 1956 and 1957, 

Windsor Castle, owned by Mr. andMrs, 
Samuel E, Magid, of Mamaroneck, N.Y., 
ridden by Dave Kelley, was reserve cham- 
pion, earning 14 points. Bob Ballard, 
former owner of the famed jumper, came 
down from Canada for the weekend to see 
how his former favorite horse was doing, 
but couldn't stay long enough to see him 
win the stake, 

While nearly all of the jumping events 
were productive of numerous fine per- 
formances, requiring jump-offs to settle 
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the issue, there is little doubt that the 
most exciting event was the final class 
of the three-phase FEI comcetition, the 
Puissance. There was a five-way tie for 
first, requiring several jump-offs, in 
which Grey Aero and Riviera Wonder 
remained the longest, dueling it out. Inthe 
final jump-off the jumps had been reduced 
to two in number, the second of which was 
2 wall soaring to six feet nine. Grey Aero 
knocked down the first and lower jump, 
but cleared the high wall. However, Riviera 
Wonder cleared them both to win the class 
and the title for the three-phase event, 
Riviera Wonder, owned by Mr. and Mrs, 
Donald Shapiro, Old Brookville, L.I., rid- 
den by Al Fiore, also was winner of the 
thrilling second phase Of the FEI, in which 
eight horses went clean the first round, 
He and Miss Marcia Pierson’s Mr. Lucky, 
ridden by Roger Young, both went cleanon 
the second round, but as time was the 
deciding factor, the ‘*Wonder’’ edged 
*‘Lucky"’ by 2.2 seconds to win the class, 

The Shapiros’ sixteen-year-old son, 
Neal, riding Uncle Max, captured the hard- 
fought PHA class after a three-way jump- 
off. The horse was green jumper cham- 
pior at the Pennsylvania National, and he 
and his rider make a daring duo, 

McLain Street, star of Duffy Stables, 
White Plains, N.Y., won the annual PHA 
championship with 214 points for the 
second year running, and his stablemate, 
Navy Salute was reserve, with 96 points, 
Both horses were ridden throughout the 
season by Johnny Bell, former owner of 
McLain Street. This seems to be quite an 
unusual situation, for we do not recall, at 
least in any recent years, that two horses 
from the same stable, ridden by the same 
rider, have won the dual honor, Bell’s 
fifteen-year-old twin sons, Frankie and 
Johnny, who take care of the horses, were 
out in the ring to assist their Dad in 
receiving the award, McLain Street's 
points also were the highest in a number 
of years.

Dear Sir: 

I read with interest the reprinted 
article of Tom O’Reilly’s, entitled ‘‘World 
War II G.I, Race Meeting”’, in the October 
27 issue of The Chronicle of the Horse. I 
did discover one error in that article, in 
reference to one of the jockeys, Mike 
Wacker. 

Mike Wacker was described as a 
Pennsylvania Dutchman who rode in 
hunting meets around Philadelphia. The 
description is correct except for the loca- 
tion, He was a Milwaukee horseman, In 
fact, he successfully showed several of my 
horses at the Oconomowoc, the Milwaukee, 
and the Kenosha Hunt Meetings, as well 
as in the Wisconsin State Fair Horse 
Shows and other Wisconsin and Illinois 
shows. 

When I first met him he was playing 
polo for the Meadowbrook Polo Team in 
Milwaukee and working as stable manager 
and trainer for Rudy Kornitz, President 
of the polo team. He later conducted his 
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own boarding and riding stable. 

When I met him after the war, he made 
me jealous with his description of his 
opportunities to be in contact with horses, 
something which I could not do since I 
was in the Navy. He described the racing 
he did and gave credit to a horse by the 
name of *Nordlicht, for giving him the 
chance to enjoy that pass in Paris. I 
believe later that horse was shipped to the 
United States. 

The last I heard from Mike was that 
he was working for and playing polo for 
the Ivory Brothers in Detroit. Since then 
he has left the Ivory Brothers and I do 
not know of his present location, 

Our few meetings since the war were 
short, At each of them we looked forward 
to a longer meeting to live over old times. 
In twenty years this has not been accom- 
plished. I would like to run into him again 
and wonder where he is, not far from 
horses I am sure. e

horses,” as listed by Col. E, F. Thomson 
in an interview with Maxwell Stiles. 

The third horse the Colonel mentions 
is Nurmi - of the German 1936 Olympic 
Team. Unfortunately he makes anerror in 
the spelling of the rider’s name. The 
correct name is ‘‘Stubbendorff (not Stre- 
bendorf!) 

Nurmi was an 11 year old Trakehner 
gelding about whom a well known critic 
of that time wrote: - ‘During all the 
military tests in 1936 there was no horse 
that could equal the winner Nurmi, no 
horse that solved all demands with such 
perfect reliability and sureness and per- 
formed equally well in all 3 tests. 

**He galloped on a loose rein in per- 
fect balance, thus staying without fatigue. 
At no time was he in opposition to his 
rider - but always served him with all 
his intelligence and powers - truely a 
symbol of good bloodlines and breeding.”

His name was the 
Duke of Paeonian and he was owned by 
Mr, and Mrs. John S, Pettibone of Middle- 
burg, Va. We were captivated by him from 
the first moment - he had that indefinable 
something which spells quality and dis- 
tinction, as well 2s outstanding conforma- 
tion. We predicted then that he’d go along 
way, and our prediction has been more 
than verified, 

Now, six years later, at the age of 
nine - (how time does fly !) he was retired 
in a colorful ceremony in New York at the 
National Horse Show in the ring together 
with his owners and Miss Popette Robin- 
son, his most recent rider. V/e were a 
little too far away to see clearly, but we 
imagine a few tears mingled with the

smiles of pride. The Duke looked around 
curiously as the strange ‘“‘saddle’’ of 
roses was draped across his back, but 
decided not to eat them, Bill Bryan, public 
relationist for the National, recounted the 
Duke’s career, of which the salient facts 
are these: 

The Duke has traveled 50,000 miles to 
participate in 127 shows. He has won 66 
championships and 35 reserve champion- 
ships in green and regular conformation 
hunter divisions, He was last year’s 
AHSA high score conformation hunter, 
and is a leading contender for 1961 honors. 
The Duke has negotiated an estimated 
3500 fences, and has only refused once, 
This was at Piping Rock, 

Robert Kerns has been his trainer 
during his career, often riding him as 
well, The first three years his rider was 
Betty Beryl Schenck (now Mrs. William 
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French), and the last three years he has 
been ridden by Miss Robinson, 

Goodby, Duke - true member of the 
Equine nobility. We’re sorry to see you 
leave the show ring, but it’s not really so 
sad, as you are young, and we know you'll 
be happy hunting and leisurely hacking 
the lovely rolling Virginia countryside, to 
say nothing of being the cherished pet of 
the household for years to come, M.L,S, 











Mathematical Mahomet 


Perhaps the most wonderful horse ofall 
time was Mahomet, an Arab stallion, who 
belonged to Kar! Krall, aGerman jeweller, 
Krall, who lived in Elberfeld, West Prus- 
sia, claimed that Mahomet could both 
talk and do advanced mathematical calcu- 
lations. The talking was carried out 
through the medium of a large chart divi- 
ded into squares. Each square had written 
in it a letter of the alphabet. 

For example, the letter R was in the 
square fourth from the left and in the sec- 
ond line down, So Mahomet would select 
R by giving four taps with his front left 
hoof and two taps with his right front one, 
He could talk at such speed that there was 
a positive cascade of hoof beats. 

On one occasion the horse was asked to 
give the fourth root of the figure 7,890,481, 
and within six seconds Mahomet gave the 
correct answer, 53. Now to get the fourth 
root of a number which has six figures 
calls for 18 multiplications, 10 subtrac- 
tions and three divisions - 21 separate 
calculations all done in the space of six 
seconds. 

Mahomet died in 1915, but he left be- 
hind him the riddle as tohowhecould dis- 
play such super-human intelligence. A sta- 
ble boy said that Mahomet was trained to 
start stamping when he lowered his eyes 
and to stop when he raised them, This may 
give the answer to the problem of how Ma- 
homet knew what letters to choose when 
speaking. 

The great Russian thinker, Pavlov, 
proved that animals could hear sounds of 
much higher pitch than the human ear can 
pick up, A ‘‘squeaker”, giving a note too 
high-pitched for human hearing, could 
therefore have been hidden inthe pocket of 
someone standing close by and have given 
signals to Mahomet, both to start and to 
stop stamping with his hoofs. 

There is, however, the problem of the 
mathematical calculations still to be faced. 
Some pedple believed that Mahomet was a 
medium for a spirit which acted through 
him. This spirit had been in his human 
life a great mathematical genius who 
worked out the answers and who, by the 
use of a ‘‘squeaker” or by some other 
means, gave the answer to Mahomet. Still 
others believe that the whole thing was a 
**frame-up” and that Krall knew before- 
hand exactly what questions Mahomet 
would be asked,

Not Disgraced - Much 

Zabeg raced like a wild horse most 
of the way, his long black main stream- 
ing in the wind, but he could not keep 
pace with the American horses. He cer- 
tainly was not disgraced in finishing 
fourth, except in the eyes of those who 
consider getting licked 22 lengths dis- 
graceful. 

T. V. Lark, the prettiest horse in the 
race, looked a champ in the winner's 
circle, a neat, horseshoe-shaped device 
erected for International winners only. 

Mr. Longden, who has won more races 
than anybody, was particularly happy in 
this victory. He circled his horse several 
times in front of the stand with his helmet 
held aloft accepting the shouts of appro- 
bation from those who had just taken $9.20 
for two on the second choice. 

Mr. Madden (possibly the tallest and 
probably the handsomest owner of an 
International winner) accepted without 
complaint a miniature of the Washington 
D. C. International trophy, on a delayed 
pass, Schapiro to Tawes to Madden. 

Mr. John D, Schapiro president of 
Laurel put the silver globe-on-pedestal 
into the hands of Maryland’s governor, 
the Hon, J. Millard Tawes, and the Hon, 
Tawes held it during the playing of the 
Star Spangled Banner, which signified that 
the race was official, THEN, the replica 
of the trophy was placed in Mr. Madden’s 
mit, 

Mr. Schapiro keeps the original three- 
foot-high trophy for himself, 


Loves His Horse 

There is no more dedicated trainer 
than Mr. Paul Parker who conditions 
T. V. Lark, He worked for the late Willie 
Molter and Reggie Cornell and loves to 
handle horses. He watches over T. V. 
Lark almost every waking hour, though 
he has been married only a matter of 
days, After the race, there were no 
parties for Parker. He plodded back to the 
barn and cooled out his charge by hand - 
his own hand, 

The prize money, $70,000, was split 
in numerous directions. Tenth portions 
were earmarked for Parker, Longden 
and the Mormon Church, 

The 1961 earnings of T. V. Lark 
were pushed up to $250,627 and his life- 
time bundle to $828,424. This makes 
him eighth on the all-time list. He moved 
ahead of Armed, and is only about $1,200 
behind Sword Dancer. 

T. V. Lark is by *Indian Hemp, out of 
the Heelfly mare, Miss Larksfly. Dr. W. 
D. Lucas bred him. 


INTERNATIONAL INCIDENTS: Niko- 
lai Nazibov, rider of Zabeg described the 
race through an interpreter. ‘*Too much 
speed,’” he said, Then, accompanied by a 
swoop of his hand he observed in English 
‘*Airplane.”’ 

T. V. Lark is the first progeny of an 
International participant to run in the race, 
His sire, *Incdian Hemp finished lastin the 
inaugural, 

The time of the race, 2:261/5, knocked 
1 4/5 seconds from the course mark. As 
Kelso was less than a length back, he 
must have beaten the record by 1 3/5 
seconds, Sensational even for second,

Thus, when one of 
their set becomes noisy and vulgar at the 
climax of a Thoroughbred test, they are - 
well - horrified, It was bad enough to see 
Kelso beaten, but when a long-time paid- 
up member bellowed, ‘‘Come on, Johnny, 
you’ve got itl’’ for a furlong the club went 
into a state of shock, The offender was a 
large, fit, muscular gentand a practitioner 
of karate. It was no small task to throw 
him off the roof,
